A t this hour five ftiara from the 
neighboring convent of Ocopa appeared on 
the scene, and com m enced to incite the I n ­ 
dians to renew the attack on the building.

of 
seventy five 
C o iltam 
com posing the garrison only four, and two 
of them wonnded, rem ained to rffsr resist­ 
ance. 
The others were either dead or dying. 
T he buildings are now ablaze in every direc­ 
tion. 
F our women, wives of s Idiers, were 
eye-witnesses of the death of th eir husbands. 
U ne of them was accom panied by her son, 5 
years old. another by an infant who had come 
into the world a t the com m encem ent of the 
attack . 
A fter the rem oval of th e w ounded 
from the burning building they w ent o u t in 
the square, hoping their lives would be spared. 
T hey had barely steppsd outside the building 
when they were set upon by a crowd of yell­ 
ing. drunken savages, and horribly butch­ 
ered. 
T he five year-old boy had his th ro at 
cut from ear to ear, and was horribly m uti­ 
lated, and the body of the new born chi:d was 
found pierced w ith six lance wounds. 
Sub­ 
L ieutenant Cruz and the surviving soldiers 
w ere surrounded, and they fell, one after an ­ 
other, but not until they had sold th tir lives 
dearly. 
W hen other C uileau troops arrived, 
a few days afterw ards, thev f und in the 
square and adjacent streets 291 dead. 
The 
eriemy’s dead and wounde i were d ubtless ot 
th a t num ber, and were c irried < ff into the 
hills. 
T he Chilean dead were collected and 
buried. 
T he city was burned, and everybody 
im plicated in the m assacre who coaid be 
found was sum m arily executed.

AGRICULTURAL. 
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T all P lanting f a r 3 üb»; Prapar M anner of 
GuiUvattoff—Go-xi Pra'.t far Canning 
or firyiag—Yield cf Eggs. 


The Ladies' Floral Cabinet for September, 
in BErwer to numerous inquirie», give* a verv 
full description of the proper manner <.f cm- 
tieating the most c mmon bnlbcti' flowering 
plante. 
For the b nefit cf our lady readers 
who delight in floxer*, ar d who arr w nlicg 
to nndereo the tronfc'.o and la’n r ottecding 
their cultivation, we m-.ke a synopsis of the 
deecrir.tion referred to: 
The bol h i os fliw ir* are amooe the most 
appreciated <f arythicg th at heaut'fies the 
garden for tie seseen. They are the first to 
make their appearance in the spring, and 
yet tl.'y ore < f all •‘l er 11 . wers m e t likely 
to he neglected. They req ¡ire planting or 
transplanting in the fail, and this is so loDg 
before they ate expected to make their ap­ 
pearance above the ground with th rir delicate 
and laughing fl >wers, th at even their greatest 
admirers are apt to neglect them till too late. 
W hen we see in a neighboring garden beds of 
these beautiful spring flowering bulbs, we r-t 
once resolve th a t another year shall not pars 
till we have a like bed. 
B ut the time for 
planting comes and goes, and wo forget cur 
resolve till the fl >w?rs in the spring again re­ 
mind us cf onr broken resolve. 
In the A t­ 
lantic State», September it the lime for tak- 
in.: up the bulbs and replanting, 
la *h'» 
State it wi l do at any lime after the bulbs 
have fuily m a'tired. and bef're the rainvsea- 
aon sets in. 
Sep* m oer or October will do 
here. 
If the planting is delayed till the 
rainy 6esfon ha» set in I he plants will be 
weak and the fl >wera comparatively few. 
If delayed till late in the rainy season bnt 
very little success will attend yonr efforts. 
The Cabinet says: 
F irst among the spring bulbs enited to any 
place are crocuses and snowdrops. 
There are 
cheap end nniver-a' favorites th st will grow 
in almost »nv kind ot soil, and are not par­ 
ticular as to situ»-ton. For good effect, when 
only a small quantity is to bs planted, it is 
best to plsnt them in separate colors, a clump 
each of bice, yellow, white snd variegated. 
They ere sometimes used in lines ; bnt unless 
the lines are bread and licb, and very skill­ 
fully managed íd relation to other details cf 
planting, th y lock p->cr and weak. A1 h >nzh 
they will grow well in ordinary garden soil, 
they will amp’y repav good culture. 
M ike 
the soil deep and rich, plant the bulbs at 
least three ir ches deep, and no further trouble 
■will be required at their hands for the next 
five years. 
A very pieasir-g effect is pro- 
dueed by planting crocuses in sm»H clumps, 
or sicgiy on the lawn. 
W ith a small trowel, 
m ake» hols deep en .ngh for the bulb, with- 
cu t disturbing the grass roots ; planted in 
this manner, we have known them to do well 
for ten or mors years ; tbev are always in 
flower before the grass is sufficiently long to 
hide tbeir fl 'were ; rutting the grass in no 
way injures the c oous. 
Snowdrops are beat 
planted in some warm, partially shaded bor­ 
der, where th .y can have complete posses­ 
sion, and in a few years they will entirely 
cover the earth with their flowers, the first in 
spring. 
. 
The hyacinth is the choice-1 of the whole 
tribe of wele une aurivg flow re. its exquisite 
beauty and delicsle peifu r.e make it the very 
emblem of ch-rrf- ness and prom i'e. 
H ya­ 
cinths >rs of the four pri-c’pal colors, red, 
white, blue and yellow, and of all the various 
shades tha- the mixtures of those colors will 
produce. 
The yellows are not in great varie­ 
ty ; in fact, there are bat tew th at ptoduce 
really fine spikes of blonm. Hyacinths should 
fce planted six inches deep in soil made v-'-ry 
rich by well rntted manure from the cow sta­ 
ble ; if planted in poor soil, they will flower 
well the first year, but ever after they will be 
worthies», as the bulb is exhausted, and in a 
poor soil it will not reenr'srate. 
The cerera] 
impression is, that the bulbs in this c uutry 
deteriorate. 
This opinion ia strengthened by 
the experience of nearly 
every grow er; 
nevertheless it is an error, as, with the same 
treatm ent, the bulbs can be preserved and in­ 
creased in the same manner end as success­ 
fully as in H ' lland. 
The way to preserve 
th ir character is t0 teed them liberally. 
In 
Holland the ground is well trenched to a 
depth cf two fe e t; at the bottom there is a 
stratum of weli-rottcd manure six inches 
deep ; then eighteen inches of soil, composed 
ef leaf-mould, manure and sand in equal 
p a rts ; in this soil the hyacinths are grown. 
I t is a question wherher in this country it 
will pay as well to take so much trouble, and 
go to such an enormous expen-e, when by 
buying good bulbs ev n y two nr throe yeais, 
as good fl >wera can be obtained, and at much 
les- expense. 
The tulip needs no description at rn r hands, 
having long held a prominent position in the 
flower-gardens. 
The best soil for the culture 
of the tulip is a rich, ratber light loam. 
A 
bed of sufficient s;z* for planting the hulbs 
should be dag at least twelve irches deep, 
and good draiosee saonrei. The tulip should 
then be planted six inches apart each w ay ; 
pressed deep enough to keep' them in their 
p ’aces, and covered with mould to the depth 
of three inches on the sides of the 1 e Is. and 
five inches in the center. 
This precaution is 
necar-ary, that the water may not stand on 
the bod daring w in'er. 
W h»n the hed is 
planted and covered, it may be left to the 
weather until the tali; s come up, on or abont 
the first of March. 
A slight promotion of 
litter is then required, as the frost lias a ten­ 
dency to check the blr om. 
Oar c'imate is so 
variable—cold st night ai d hot at ir.id d«y— 
th at it will well repay the cost to cover at 
night, and rer. ve in the morning. 
Leaving 
them cov red during the dav has a tendency 
to draw th un up and otherwise weaken 
them . 
W hen the fl iwtrs appear, if they are 
protected from the sun by a light canvas, the 
period of bloom may be kept up three or four 
week». 
The c 'lore are gt-nerai y better if ro t 
shaded at all, but ia that case tho bloom 
would soon beov r. Snruetirei a single day’s 
hot snn will completely spoil thttn. 
When 
the flowers begin to fade they should be cut 
away, and re moved from the b ed ; this pre­ 
caution i» vital to the bnib. 
The selection of tulips must depend slto- 
gether upon the taste of the grower. 
For onr 
own grounds, we plant in ab >nt equal quanti­ 
ties mixtures of liagle early parrot, and 
aingle late hyblce-nen* roses, snd bixarees. 
always avoiding the d uh!e Varieties, Tn’ips 
can remain pome years wi hont disturbing, 
and, after fl >werine, the beds can he raked 
off and annuals sown, or bedding plants put 
in, wh’ch will k-ep in fl .wer the entire mm- 
mer. 
On -e íd three years the hulbs had b t- 
ter be taken np a on after fl wering, and 
stored in aotne dry, cool room until aft»r the 
frost has killed the snnim tr-flowering plantp 
the_ places of which the tnb'ps are to occupy! 
Crown Imperials and narcissus require the 
same treatm ent pg is to be given the tulip ; 
and they well repay all the care that is given 
them. 
Tne narcissus m»k»s a beautiful h*r- 
der plant, and does much hetter if not dis. 
t nr bed for many y»srs after planting. 
I t 
makes an eVgaut edgi-g tom bed of g-rani- 
ums, petunias, or in fact any plant th at is 
grown in masses ; 
as its leaves can bs cut 
away soon after fl weriag. It does not mar 
tas beauty of i,be buijiaaer-fl .>wering plante. 


Good F ra it for C anning or Drying. 
One of the lessons of experience is that if 
you wonld have good canned or dried fruit 
for winter use, you m ust select the best green 
fruit to can or dry. 
Canning fruit can in bo 
way improve the fruit canned. 
The fl rvor or 
mcid of the fruit cannot be improved by the 
process of canniog. 
On the contrary, it is 
almost impossible to keep the quality of fruit 
from deterioration while going tbrcngh the 
several processes necessary to canning. 
The 
same is true of drying fruit. There is a little 
loas of freshness in either procese, and no 
care or skill in management has yet been 
able to prevent thti ¡osa. 
How ab.urd then 
thp practice of selecting indifferent fruit for 
canning or drying. 
The very bps', on the 
contrary, and none ether, should be selected. 
If we have bnt a limited quantity cf fruit to 
carry toe family through she year, and some 
of it is superior, end tho balance only 
medium in 
qnvlity, then 
kT all irea t-

while

beet the very best. 
There is always more - r 
less labor and expense in preparing fruit to 
can nr dry, and always more or less erp-na* 
in the enr ng process, whatever it mav be 
iher- frrs it is bad eccn my to put th at labor 
and expen-e upon the i-ferior artie’e, wi en 
»t only makes its inferiority more observable 
A nd it should'm oke no difforanca whetr.-r 
U-6 canned fruit u intended for use at home 


in the family or for sale. 
Somebody will find 
out the inferiority when i* is put on the 'able 
to fce eaten, and eomebodv will be the loser 
by the bad selection. 
The intimation ic 
M atthew Cooke’s interview, publi-hed in this 
paper a few days since, th at wormy fruit 
promised to canning e'tabtisfcments greater 
profits than sound and clean fiuit, and that 
this fact may have had gome fciog to do with 
the refusal cf a canning establisment in San 
Francisco to disin'ect ocx'-a as required be- 
f re returning them to the producer, is a 
tnrible indictmeat aud a terrible blow at 
ha motive- that actuate those who are run­ 
ning tl at establishment. 
W e hops there are 
not mar.y canneries or dryi. g establishments 
actuated by s > sordid and ba-o motives. 
The 
mail th at w u’.d help to spread the insec 
j e-te among the orchards of this State, with 
a view to destroying tha fruit for shipping 
purposes, and thug destroy tha competition 
that h-lp* to keep pp price*, ought to le 
spurned by every fruit grower in the State. 
He wonld impose 1 .ss upon the whole pro­ 
ducing industiy, and contribute to the de­ 
struction of that indus'ry, that be may put a 
few d d i.re additional into his own pocket, 
Xo baser business motive cool i find a 1 -dg- 
ment in the human breast, and ¿ucn a mo ive, 
an 1 business men who act upon ouch me- 
-ivcs, caanot be exposed too soon or too often.

T en-Mis u t b Cakb —O ne-fourth cf a 
pound of butter, a little less than a pound 
of flour, tbe same of eugar, bíx eggs beaten 
separately ; 
flavor w ith mace, cr other 
flavoring to taste, and bake in muffin rings. 


P r e s id e n t 's P u d d in g . — C ut some slic e s 
of stale bread and dip each one in a custard 
made th u s : 
Beat up one egg w ith a wine- 
g asa full of m ilk and one-halt ounce of 
powdered sugar, fry the bread quickly in 
butter, pile on a dish w ith layers of jam 
between the slices, pour a th ia boiled 
custard over and sift some sugar, then 
serve. 
S u cc o tash .— Take a pint of shelled Lima 
beans (green), wash, cover w ith hot w ater, 
let stand five m inutes, pour off, place over 
fire in hot w ater, and boil fifteen m inutes, 
have ready corn from six good-sizfd ears, 
and add to beans ; boil half an boar, add 
salt, pepper and tw o tablespoonfuls of but­ 
ter. 
Be careful in cutting down corn not 
to cut too d e e p ; 
better not cu t deep 
enough, and then sc rap e; 
after corn ia 
added w atch carefully to keep from scorch­ 
ing. 


T o m a to S a l a d .—Take th e skin, juice 
aud seeds from nice, fresh tomatoes, chop 
w hat remains w ith 
celery, and add a 
dressing m ade of tw o hard-boiled eggs, 
rubbed fine and smooth, one saltspoon of 
English m ustard, the yolk of one raw egg 
beaten into the other. 
A dd the very best 
salad oil, poured in by very small quanti­ 
ties, and beaten as long as the m ixture 
continues to thicken, then add vinegar till 
as thin as desired. 
If not hot enough w ith 
m ustard, add a little cayenne pepper. 


P o t a t o e s 
i n 
S e v e n W a v s.— Sunday, 
peel, steam , m ash, add m ilk, b u tter and 
salt, and then beat like cake-batter—the 
longer the b etter—till th ey are nice and 
light ; keep hot. 
This steam ing arxl beat­ 
ing will be found a great improvement. 
M mday, baked potatoes in th eir jackets. 
Tuesday, peel and bake w ith roast beef. 
W ednesday, fried raw potatoes. 
T hurs­ 
day, peel, steam and serve whole. 
Friday, 
“ potatoes a la pancake,” peel, cu t in thin 
slices lengthwise, sprinkle w ith pepper and 
salt, and ¡ry in butter, turning like griddle 
cakes. 
Saturday, potatoes boiled in their 
jackets. 
And so ou through as m any days 
more in as many different ways, ad libitum, 


S a t u r d a y B e a n S o u p .— Baked beans 
aud brown bread form a Sunday breakfast 
for so many who feel like Sunday penance, 
th at the following will be a useful and econ­ 
omical soup for Saturday dinner : Boil a 
small soup-bone in three q u arts of w ater 
until the m eat can be separated from the 
bone and the juice of the m eat is ail ex­ 
tracted ; then strain. 
A dd a coffee cup or 
more of w hite beans—soaked over night, 
or for tw o hours—v. ith more w ater if neces­ 
sary, and a slice < r salt pork ; parboil until 
the beans are soft and ready to be pu t in 
the oven. 
Take o at th e pork and part of 
the beans, leaving enough for a bean soup ; 
place the pot on the back of the stove and 
keep hot. 
T hree-quarters of an hour be­ 
fore dinner, heat soup, spriLkle in a few 
dry bread crumbs, or bits of fried bread, 
season w ith salt or pepper, if needed, and 
serve w ith raw onions sliced very fine for 
those who like them , 


G rapb Catsup.—N ow th a t th e grape 
sea:on is od, c u to u t tbis recipe for grape 
catsup and try it when your grapes ripen. 
Any variety will m ake th e catsup, and it 
will be nice, but the C ataw ba or ta rt grape 
are preferred to the Concord or Delaware : 
Let five pints of grapea sim m er till they 
are eo suit th at you can rub all but the 
seeds 
through 
a 
colander 
w ith 
ease. 
A fter this is done add tw o pints of brown 
ugar, one pint of vinegar, tw o tablespoon­ 
fuls each of a .lapice, cloves and cinnamon, 
one teaspoon ful and a half of mace, oao of 
salt, and half a teaspconful of red pepper. 
P ut them all in a porcelain kettle, let them 
b «ii slowly till they are sa thick as von 
• ike cat up to be. 
The grapea m ust first 
b j picked from the stems, aDd be w ished 
thoroughly, or they will be g ritty, and the 
catsup be spoiled. 


B o il e d D in n e r , — P u t m eat on, after 
wastnng well, in enongh boiling w ater to 
ju st covtr ; ss soon as it boils, set kettle 
on the sto re where it will simmer or boil 
very slowly ; boil until alm ost tender, then 
put in 'th e vegetables in the following or­ 
der : Cabbage cut in quarters, turnips of 
medium size cut in halves, and potatoes 
whole, or, if large, cut in two. 
P e tl the 
potatoes and turnips and allow to lie in 
cold w ater for hull an hour before ueinft. 
The m eat should be well tk im m ej b< f >re 
adding vegetables ; boil together until th-r- 
oughly douc-( iddiDg a little salt before tak ­ 
ing out of kettle), when there should be 
left on y jast w ater enough to prevent 
earning ; take up vegetables in separate 
dishes, aud lastly the meat. 
If there is any 
j arce in the kettle ponr it over the cabbaa e. 
Boil cabbage an hour, w hite tarc ip s ai d 
potatoes h rlf an hour. 
Parsnips may fce 
substituted in place of cabbage and turnips, 
cooking them thrr e qnart-ra of an hour. A 
saucer tem ed npeide down, or a few iron 
tablespoons, are u-eful to place in the bot­ 
tom oi the kettle to keep the m eat from 
burning 
M oat p'raons like a boiled dinner 
once a m onth, or oftener.

THE GOIH AND THE BOM AN.

'849-53, and Viuieter 10 Italy Iron 1861 to 1881 
Died July, 1882. 
Jtr. .Mlrung principa' works are

‘•Mill and N a'u re ” (ISM , rehwued in 1874, witu 
additions, as “ Tha Earth ;s Mi-difle ¡ t-y Human 
Action.”

I shall do my audience the justice to 
suppose th a t they are to well instructed to 
be the slaves of th at an t qua'ed and vulgar 
prejudice which makes Gothicisur. and bar­ 
barism aynonymoua. 
Tne Gotiis, the com­ 
mon ancestors of the inhabitants of north 
western E trope, are the noblest branch of 
the Caucasian race. 
W e are their chil­ 
dren.

o c s n ; the blood of the G oth th a t flawed 
at Bunker’s H ill. 
Nor were th e Goths the savage and 
destructive devastators th a t popular er­ 
ror has made them .

threw the dominion of it one, hu t they 
renovated her people; 
they prostrated 
her corrupt government, but they respected 
her monuments ; and Theodoric the Goth 
not only spread b u t protected m any a 
precious m emorial, which Italian rapacity 
and monkish superstition have since annihi­ 
lated. 
The old latnen’ation, Quod 
non 
fecerunt burbari, Jrcere JSarberini, contains 
a world of tru th , and had not Rome’s own 
sons been her spoilers, she m ight l ave 
shone at this day in all the splendor of her 
A ugustan age. 
Kuglaud is G othic by birth. Rom an by 
adoption. 
W hatever she has of true moral 
grandeur, of higher intellectual power, she 
owes to the Gothic m o th er; while her 
grasping am bition, h tr m aterial energies, 
her spirit of exclusive selfishness, are aue 
to th e Roman nurse. 
T ee G oth is characterized by th e re aso d, 
the llo u a a by the understanding ; tbe one 
by imagination, the o th tr by fancy ; the 
former aspires to the spiritual, tbe latter is 
proue to the sensuous. 
The Gothic spirit 
produced a B.eon, a Shakespeare, a M ilton ; 
the Roman an A rkw right, a B rindley and 
a Locke. 
I t was a Roman th a t garhered 
up the coals ou which St. Lawrence had 
been broiled ; a G oth who, when a fellow 
disciple of the great Swiss reform er had 
rescued his m atter’s heart from the enemy, 
on the field where the m artyr fell, snatched 
th a t heart from its preserver, and hurled 
it, y et alm ost palpitating w ith life, into 
the w aters of a torrent, lest some new 
snoerstition should spring from the relics 
of Zwingli. 
Rome, it is said, thrice conquered the 
world ; by her arms, by her literature aud 
art, by her religion. 
B ut Rome was essen­ 
tially a nation of robbers. 
H er territory 
was acquired by u n just violence. 
Sire 
plundered Greece of the choicest produc­ 
tions of th e pencil and the chisel, and her 
own best literature and highest art are but 
Im perfect copies of the m asterpieces cf the 
creative geniu3 of the Greek. Sue not only 
sacked the tem ples, b ut removed to the 
im perial city the altars, aud adopted the 
gods of the cations she conquered. 
Tibe­ 
rius even prepared a niche for the C hristian 
Saviour among the heathen idols in the 
I’antheon, and when C ons'antino made 
C hristianity the religion cf the state, he 
sanctioned the corruptions which Rome 
had engrafted upon it, and handed it down 
to his successors, contam inated w ith the 
accum ulated superstitions of the whole 
heathen world. 
The Goth has thrice broken her scepter. 
The G oth dispelled th e charm th a t made 
her arms invincible. 
The G oth overthrew 
her idolatrous altar, and the G oth is now 
surpassing her proudest works in literature 
and art. 
The cardinal distinction betw een these 
conflicting 
elem ents, a3 exemplified in 
literature and art, governm ent and religion, 
may be thus srated. 
The Roman m istakes 
the means for the end, and subordínales 
the principle to the form. 
The Goth, 
valuing the 
means only as th ey con­ 
tribute to the advancem ent of the end, 
looks beneath the form, and seeks tb e in­ 
dwelling, life-giving principle, of which he 
holds th e form to be bu t the outw ard ex­ 
pression. 
W ith the Goth, the idea of life 
is involved in th e conception of tru th , and 
though he recognizes life as an im m utable 
principle, yet her perceives th a t its forms 
of expression, of action, of suffering, are 
infinitely diversified, agreeing, however, 
in this, th a t all its m anifestations are 
characterized 
by developm ent, motion, 
progress. 
To him tru th is symbolized 
by 
the 
phenomena 
of 
organic 
life. 
The living 
plant or animal, th at has 
ceased to grow, has already begun to die. 
Living tru th , therefore, though im m utable 
in essence, he regards as active, progressive 
in its m anifestations; 
aud he rejects 
tru th s which have lost their vitality, forms 
divorced from th eir spirituality, symbols 
which have ceased to be expressive. 
W ith 
the Goth, ail tru th is an ever-living prin­ 
ciple, whenca should spring th e outw ard 
expression, fluctuating, varying, according 
to the circum stances which call it forth ; 
w ith the Roman, its organic life is petri­ 
fied, frczsir into inflexible forms, inert. 
To 
the one it is a perennial fountain, a living 
stream , which m urm urs and flows and 
winds “ at its own sw eet w ill,” refreshing 
all life w ithin the sphere of its influence, 
and perpetually receiving new accessions 
from springs th a t are fed by th s showers 
of heaven, as it hastens onward to th at 
unfathom able ccjsu of divine knowledge, 
which is both its primeval source and 
its 
ultim ate 
lim it. 
To 
the 
other 
it 
is 
a 
current 
congealed to ice by the 
rigor of winter, chilling alike the landscape 
and the spectator, or a pool, th at stagnates, 
putrrties, breeds ia countless sw arm s of 
winged errors. 
In literature and a rt tb s Goth pursues 
the developm ant of a princinle, th e ex­ 
pression of a thought, the realization of an 
id e a l; the Roman seeks to fix the atten ­ 
tion, and excite th e adm iration, of the 
critio or the spectator, by the m aterial and 
sensuous beauties of his art. 
Thus, in poetry, the Roman aims at 
smoothness of versification, 
harmonious 
selection and arrangem ent of words, and 
brilliancy of imagery ; the Goth strivesrtto 
give utterance to “ thoughts th a t breathe, 
in words th at bu m .” 
In plariia aud pictorial art, the Roman 
attracts the spectator by the grace and the 
voluptuous beauty of the external form, 
the harmony of coloring, the fitncas and 
proportion of the accessories, the excel­ 
lence of keeping; the Goth regards these 
bu t as auxiliaries, and subordinates or even 
sacrifices them ail to the expression of the 
thought or passion, which dictates the ac­ 
tion represen'ed. 
The G oth hold» th at government springs 
from the people, is instituted for their be­ 
hoof, and is lim ited to the particular ob­ 
jects 
for 
which it was originally es­ 
tablished ; th at the legislature is hut an 
organ for the solemn expression of 
the 
deliberate will of 
the nation, th a t the 
coercive 
power 
of 
the 
executive 
ex­ 
tends 
only 
to 
the 
enforcement 
of 
th at will, snd th a t pendl sanctions are in­ 
curred oniy by resistance to it as expressed 
by the proper organ. 
The Roman views 
governm ent as an institution imposed from 
w ithout, and independent of the people, 
and holds th at it is it» vocation not to ex­ 
press b ut to control the public w ill; and 
hence, fc-y a ready corruption, government 
come» to be censidnred as established for 
the private advan*age of the ruler, who 
asserts not on!y a proprietary right to the 
emi-lnmeuts of office, bnt an ultim ate titie 
to all the possessions, both of the state and 
of the individual citizen. 
To the same sonrce may be referred the 
poor fiction of divine mdefea-.rble right, 
and th a t other degrading doctrine which 
supposes all tb e powers of govem m -nt, 
legislative, judicial and executive, to have 
been originally lodged in tbe thron-, allow ­ 
ing to the subject such political rightson'y 
at have been conceded to him by the sov 
ereign ; and hr nee, too, th a t falsest and 
moat baneful of errors, the incubus of the 
British constitution, which eon* d ila tes or 
ra 'h er coefcucd* chnrcb aud s’a 'e, con­ 
ceding to tne civil ruler supreme authority 
in spiritual m atters, and ascribing tempo­ 


ral_ power to religious functionaries and 
cclesiastical jarisuictioas. 
So in spiritual 
things we find a like antagonism .—[George 
P. M arsh.

Of this combinad word the 
popular interpretation we believe to be, in 
auctioneer’s parlance aud m at of utriosity- 
dealers, in fact, W ardour-street language, 
“ objects of art ”—every vendable article, 
of acc ent or m odera inaLt,fac*ure which 
can be dubi»ed as such, w Letner it be a tin 
trum pet once belonging to, aud played 
upon by, soma crowned and afterw ard de­ 
throned m onarch of any pavi age, fr-im 
Tarquín the Superb down to N apol.on III 
—the pipe on which Ham let vainly desired 
G uildenstern to try Lis skill—some armlets, 
hradiess, or otnerwiae dilapidated g'oup oi 
old Dresden china yclept Coryüon end 
P nylhs—some old suic ofengrav d arm or 
w arn by a nameless knight, perchance a 
crusader and companion of Richard the 
Lion-hearted—a damascened cim eter which 
was wielded by Salsdin in the H oly W are. 
Coming down to later perirds we m eet 
w ith strarg e Japanese w :re, moD8troa3- 
looking animals in bronze, of Eastern in­ 
vention, 
but which never came out of 
N oah’s A rk ; elegaut Japanese vases, splen­ 
did docks of the L .uis Q iatorzs period by 
R o b in ; 
buhl caoineta aDd m arqueterie 
w riting-tables and other furniture tiy lleise- 
ner, exquisitely ornam ented w ith orm ulu 
gilding chiseled by Gonthiere, once the 
property of the unfortunate M arie A ntoin­ 
ette, and sold th a other day for the fabu­ 
lous sum of 15,000 guineas in th at great 
diepersion of brie a brae and objects oi art 
which formed the H am ilton collection, the 
sale of which is the wonder of the reason, 
a id is in process of consummation by the 
little ivory hamm er which, suspended in 
the fingers of either Christie or M ansor, 
keeps an audience ef connoisseurs on the 
tiptoe of excited rxuectation till tbe rap 
o imes ea the desk at the last bidding of 
Bome well known and popular purchaser. 
The great sale of the Fouthill Beckford 
collection, th at of B -rnal, followed by the 
omnium gatherum formed by Horace W al­ 
pole, the treasures of Stowe, are all eclipsed 
by the pres«uit regretted breaking up of the 
H am ilton Palace gathering together of 
much th a t is finest in painting, sculpture, 
books, furniture—in a word, in every ele­ 
m ent of all th at is most remp.rkable and 
recherche in the history of bric-a-brac. 
The sales of the collections we have 
named created great stn sa’ion when they 
to jk place, b u t none caused th e stir and 
anim ation among the purchasers of curios- 
¡ties or objects of art, w hether in G reat 
Britain or on the C ontinent, which the sale 
now going on ha3 excited. 
M any have expiessut regrets on th e sev­ 
eral occasions of the breaking np of great 
collections, forgetting th a t while they ex­ 
isted they were generally alm ost exclus­ 
ively enj 'yed by their possessors and per­ 
haps a iew of their friends. 
No doubt the 
inepection of them was attainable by ap­ 
preciative persona under regulations some­ 
tim es annoying, and upon permission not 
alw ays easy to obtain, t r a s favors ungra­ 
ciously accorded, all rather tending to show 
th a t the treasures were gathered together 
nnder tne d.og-in-the manger principle, as a 
delight for tho few to the exelusRn of the 
m any. 
D uring these later years, however, the 
love of objects of art has been so dissem­ 
inated among ail classes of people th a t 
thousands are now anxious to study arid 
apprec’ate them ic place of the few who 
form erly had any desire or would taka the 
trouble to arrive a t tb* mean9 of securing 
them . 
The South Kensington M useum 
and m any of the provincial exhibitions of 
sim ilar character have done so m uch to 
educate the public th a t a vast change has 
taken place in these m atters, and the re­ 
grets of some at the dispersion of great 
collections ia replaced by the pleasure of 
the hundreds who feel th a t now they are 
enabled to indulge a taste which was to 
long believed to be the sole perquisite of a 
sm all and narrow -m inded set ot educated 
admirers. 
Tim e and circum stances have 
changed all this. 
The impecuniosity of 
many of the aristocratic and higher daises, 
and the increase of wealth among the m id­ 
dle and trading members of the commu­ 
nity have caused a rem arkable transfer of 
a rt treasures from the great mansions of 
the one to the more humble, but not lees 
comfortable, houses of the other, and those 
things which were considered caviare to 
th e million have become in th eir more 
modest dwellings a daily source of enj jy. 
m*nt, " a joy and a beauty forever.” 
W e cannot leave tbis subject w ithout 
the refl 'ction th at all is not gold th a t g lit­ 
ters, th a t m any of the cur.03 th a t come 
from W ardour street and other mines <-f 
bric-a-brac at home and abroad are nothing 
bu t plausible and cleverly m anufactured 
forgeries, copies or im itations cf the things 
their venders pretend them to be, foisted 
on the inexperience of tbe self-sufficient 
vanity of credulous purchasers, and which 
for a m oment could not stand the test or 
deceive the probably dearly bought know l­ 
edge of any one who has suffered from the 
tricks of the trade—a trade th a t is thriving 
successfully w herever confidmg flies are to 
be caught by the honeyed words or im pu­ 
dent assertions of the curiosity dealer. 
W e have only to add th a t snould any of 
our readers fall victims to the epidemic 
and be seized w ith a bric-a-brac mania, we 
give them tbis advice— “ Caveat e m p to r.”

W ith the portiere which is now such a sub. 
e.it uto for the hinged door, and which is 
m ade of dry goods, there is a difficulty. 
She who would use it as a means of ven­ 
geance against her fellow-being m ust tie 
the end ot it into a knot for assault. 
As 
to shutting him out w ith it, th a t is as im­ 
possible as to hold w ater w ith an ordinary 
sieve 
I t m ust be adm itted th a t the eltm m ing 
of the door an an act cf argum ent or an ex­ 
p re ss n of disapproval is not graceful or 
ladylike, 
f t i 1 there are occasions when 
opinions m u it be expressed, and even anger 
and contem pt m ust have their little say. 
Sometimes the door slamm ing is all there 
is of argum ent or debate. 
The object of 
contem pt or scorn happens to approach the 
door with a view either of entering or pass­ 
ing by.

ELECTEIOAL RESISTANCE. 


By electrical resistance is m eant the op­ 
position off-red by every constituent pari 
of tbe circnit to the passage of a current. 
There is first the resistance of the geuera 
ting b attery itself ; in a chemical battery 
the acidulated water, or eleotrolytu, olid* 
a very high resistance ; then corns the ie 
sistance of the leading wires, and m ad 
ditioa the resistance of every constituent 
portion of the circuit, be it electric m a­ 
chine, 
resistance 
coil, 
electro-m agnet, 
telegraph 
machine, 
or 
the 
carbón* 
of a series of electric lig h ts ; in fact, 
any 
retardation of the current, uauscd 
by m att rial im pedim ent or by work to 
be perform ed, is known by the uamo of re­ 
sistance, which can be tested aud meas­ 
ured ; bu t w hatever obstacles a current 
may have to eucounter, its way m ust be 
continuous aud unbroken by the sm allest 
interval. 
I t will be step from this th at re ­ 
sistance is merely a relative term . 
Every 
substance can be electrified, some with 
greater and some w ith less d.fficulty. Tne 
m tials, for instance, such as Germ an silver 
aud copper, can be electrified alirust in­ 
stantaneously. 
O -her substances—glass, 
carbon, shellac, and p u tta percha—t.k e a 
very long tim e, aud require persistent elec­ 
tric excitation to become so. 
G rurally 
speaking, substances which can ha verv 
easily electrified are known as conduc­ 
tors, and those which are slowly elec­ 
trified are 
called 
insulators. 
N either 
term is stricily accurate. 
I t is only 
a question of degree. 
Even the best 
conductor offers 
a 
certain am ount of 
retardation, and the worst conductor known 
ic permeable in time, and does not afford 
perfect insulation. 
To be sun*, the lim its 
of variation in this respect arc wide enough. 
An uncovered wire of copper will allow a 
current to move along a t the rate of 2S8,- 
000 miles a second, and it would take inm­ 
utes, and perhaps hour?, to creep over an 
inch or tw o of g utta percha. 
Still, a3 a 
m athem atical fact, neither insulators nor 
conductors are perfect. 
The tw o prop­ 
endes are reciprocals. 
If we take 100 as 
the standard of conductivity cr absolute 
non-resistance, pure copper wire would 
ehnw, perhaps, 96 or 9S of conductivity 
and -1 or 2 of resistance'. 
G u tta percha, 
at the other end of the scale, m ight show 
lets than 1 of conductivity and more than 
99 of resistance. 
I have not a t hand the 
exact figures, bu t these will serve as an 
illustration of th e m tauiug. 
The m athe­ 
m atical form ula known as O ini’s funda­ 
m ental law sta tts 
electrical res stance 
to 
be 
inversely proportional 
to 
the 
strength cf the current. 
An illustration of 
this is seen in the case of a lightning con­ 
ductor. 
A small copper w re will carry 
away a m oderate cut re n t w ithout d isturb­ 
ance, because tue current and the resist­ 
ance of tne wire have seme manageable re­ 
lation to each o tlu r. 
Bu*, if a fltsh of 
1 ghtning were to pa38 along the same wire, 
it would fuse the wire ; because, although 
the resistance would be the same, the 
proportion borne by the elec'ro-m otive 
force of the lightning to the conductivity 
of the wire, would have no manageable re­ 
lation to the current. 
Oae the same prin­ 
ciple a piece of carbon introduced into a 
circuit stops the passage of a feeble currsnt, 
being a bad conductor. 
It, 
however, 
allows a strong current to pass ; but, before 
doing so, it olbra such vigorous resistance 
th a t the energy necessary to overcome the 
resistance is sufficient to heat tbe carbon 
w hite hot, or, if there be a break in the 
carbon, to cause an electric arc at tbe point 
of frae.ure. 
This is the principle of the 
electric light.

with a slo; ,.y platform. 
From here we had 
a good long march to cur halliDg place, 
thouge a s . -Co ured waste, past Lillrides 
of black 
hardly a fence worth calling 
one to be n a, now and theu a tumble­ 
down hovel by the roadside, and off and on 
She ram peltt-J dawn in the sort of search­ 
ing coid «¡lowers one gets in bleak parts of 
Ireland ia the autumn time. 
Tbe town 
where we i.-ro to stay that night was no 
exception t-< the gen ral dinginess.

setting the vucn oown into their billets, we

It ia now apparent that the root of the 
Egyptian army at Tel-el-Kebir has prac­ 
tically ended the campaign and the war. 
Arabi had by the free employment of 
coercion and intimidation collected to­ 
gether a large nnmber of raw levies, and 
had made them intrench the camp and 
build redoubts. 
But neither bis regulars 
nor his recruits were trustw orthy, and 
when it came to serious fighting they 
could not be held to the work. 
Arabi has 
for many weeks been also endeavoring to 
strengthen himself by industriously cir­ 
culating the moBt barefaced lies abcut the 
British. 
He has assured his troopH that 
the English soldiers would not fight. 
He 
has invented Btories of crushing defeats in­ 
dicted upon them. 
In fact from the day 
of the bombardment of Alexandria he has 
caused his men to live in an atmosphere of 
misrepresentation, and be has done this 
for the simple reason that if they had 
known the truth they would have aban­ 
doned him lopg ago. 
lie has, however, 
not succeeded in anything. 
It was un­ 
reasonable to accuse him of vacillation, for 
the truth has always beeD that he dared 
not take the offensive with the materials 
in his bands. 
His only hope lay in a de­ 
fensive campaign, and as the event has 
proved there was very little in that. 
A r­ 
abi Pasha has really been committing a 
long series of desperate blunders. It would 
seem that at one time he must have thought 
it possible to induce the Egyptian people to 
accept him as their leader. 
On what he 
could have founded such a belief it is in­ 
deed impossible to imagine, for if the 
Egyptians knew anything of bis career they 
must have been aware that he was the 
tool and representative of that clique of 
Turkish Pashas which had plundered them 
so remorselessly up to the establishment of 
the European Control. 
There never was a national or popular 
element in Arabi’s movement. 
From the 
first it was in the interest of the worst 
enemies of E g y p t; that is to say, of the 
Pashas, who resented the interference of 
England and France with their venerable 
methods of highway robbery and terrorism. 
Tne success of Arabi would never have 
meant anything else than the restoration 
of the old bad system of oppression and 
extortion. 
Under the men for whom he 
stood the Fellah was accustomed to be 
taxed by the instrum entality of the basti­ 
nado. 
In those halcyon days he was 
obliged to bury everything he valued, lest 
the tax collector should seize it. 
His 
rulers were robbers who sought to take all 
he had made every year, and were only 
willing to leave him a meager subsistence. 
There was no justice or redress for him. 
Tnere was nothing but patience and the 
cunning secretiveness engendered by such 
tyranny. 
The European Control abolished 
the old regime. 
It swept away the high­ 
way robbers. 
It fixed the taxes at a mod­ 
erate amount, and collected them after 
civilized methods. 
For the first time in 
centuries the Fellah found himself able to 
enjoy his own earnings. 
It was no longer 
necessary to bury his little savings. 
The 
bastinado was thrown aside, and though 
the old school predicted that it would be 
impossible to get in the taxe9 without it, 
as a fact the collection of the revenue was 
never so easily made a3 under the new 
system. 
Arabi Pasha proposed to do away 
with 
this nascent civilization, and to 
revert to the old barbarous practices, and 
he seems to have thought th at the Egypt­ 
ians could be persuaded to fight for such a 
programme. 
The battle of Tel-el-Kebir lias caused hia 
whole organization to collapse. 
I t was a 
very thin shell, as the event proves, and it 
is evident th at there is no possibility of 
patching 
it 
together 
again. 
Genera! 
Woiseley is now acting with a swiftness and 
decision which show that he thoroughly 
understands the situation, and which af­ 
ford no opportunity to the defeated rebel 
to make another stand. 
And in fact his 
late Lieutenants appear to have already 
made up their minds to abandon him. This 
oneexperience has satisfied them that resist­ 
ance is useless, and after the Oriental fash­ 
ion they are coming forward to make their 
peace as quickly as poesible. 
The author­ 
ity of the Khedive has suddenly revived. 
Even if Arabi succeeds in reaching Cairo 
he will probably find that the news of his 
defeat has preceded him, and as the Gov­ 
ernor of th at city has been loyal to the 
Khedive from the first, be can be trusted 
now to oppose any desperate revenge at­ 
tempted by the fugitive. 
The Bedouins 
had in all probability abandoned Arabi be­ 
fore the fight at Tel-el-Kebir. 
They had 
foreseen his collapse, and they did not 
want a long war with one of the great 
W estern powers. 
W hat has happened to 
delay the coming of the false prophet 
whose departure from Khartoum was so 
long ago announced, has not yet been as­ 
certained. 
Perhaps had that personage ar­ 
rived in the nick of time he might have 
infused some 
temporary 
courage 
into 
Arabi’s forces, though even his advent 
could not have helped Arabi, since he would 
have had to assume a subordinate p. sitiou. 
At present, however, a wholesale and 
unconditional surrender of the remnant of 
the Egyptian army Í3 the most probable 
event, and this may end the military phase 
of the question for the time being. 
As 
soon as the fighting is done diplomacy will 
step in, and the real difficulties will then 
ctmmecce. 
Turkey and Fiance, and Ger­ 
many and Italy, will all have claims to 
adjust. 
The powers which were perfectly 
willing that England should do all the 
fighting will not be at all willing to let her 
carry off all the benefits of the war. 
But 
England possesses one very great advant­ 
age over her rivals, for she has possession 
of Egypt, and there is not one of them but 
will think twice, and ten times twice, 
before undertaking to oust her from that 
coign of vantage by force and arms. 
In 
fact she is in a position which enables her 
to make her own terms, and if any other 
man than Mr. Gladstone were at the head 
of her government we should have little 
doubt as to the advantage she would derive 
from this campaign. 
Mr. Gladstone, how­ 
ever, being a genius, as somebody once re- 
marked,is capable of anything, and even if he 
should withdraw the English army without 
securing any guarantees for the neutrality 
of the Suez Caual it could not be said to be 
unlike him. 
Y et as the public opinion of 
England has become deeply interested in 
this war, even he may recognize the neces­ 
sity of occupying the D lea until the pow­ 
ers have held the Conference which is now­ 
adays the inevitable recourse 
at euch 
junctures. 
It is possible that Russia may 
wish to repay England for the humiliation 
of the Treaty of Berlin, but Russia is at 


present nnable to act independently, and 
Bismarck is on the side of England, while 
France has committed herself to an osten­ 
tatiously pacific foreign policy. 
All things 
considered there seems no valid reason 
why Mr. Gladstone may not settle the 
Egyptian question to suit himself, and cer­ 
tainly he will not be under aDy sort of ob­ 
ligation to admit France upon equal terms 
to the next Egyptian control scheme. 


‘ THE MARRIED WOMAN'8 BEST FRIEND.' 


It is, we suppose, attributable to the 
“ subjection of women” th at on several 
occ isious a tendency ou their part to or­ 
ganize for the removal of their husbands by 
poison, has been displayed. 
The fact that 
no similar organization of wife-poisoners 
has ever existed seems to poiut to the ex­ 
planation we have offered, but whether or 
not it is the true one, the fact remains that 
history offers several examples of husband- 
poisoning on an extended scale. 
Even 
among the ancient Greeks and Romans 
secret poisoning was well understood. 
In 
imperial Rome it was commonly employed 
by the Caisars, upon their enemies and upon 
one another. 
Theophrastus speaks of a 
poison which could be moderated in such a 
manner as to have effect in two or three 
months, or at the end of a year, or two 
years, and he remarks that the more lin­ 
gering the death was, the more miserable 
it was. 
The poison was prepared from the 
aconite plant, and the possession of this 
plaut was ultimately made a capital offense. 
This poison was much used at Rome 
about two hundred years before Christ. 
A maid-servant on 
one 
occasion 
be­ 
trayed her mistress, and an inquiry fol­ 
lowing implicated more than a hundred 
and fifty ladies of the first families in the 
murder of their husbands. 
But it was in 
the sixteenth and seventeenth centuries, 
and iu Italy and France, that this peculiar 
kind of crime flourished most rankly. 
In 
Italy the notorious poison called <u¡ua de 
Tophana, named after the woman who in­ 
vented or at least dealt in it, was proved 
to have caused the death of over six hun­ 
dred persons, of whom by far the greater 
number were the luckless spouses of women 
whs were impatient to be widows. 
The 
Tophana used to sell her elixir in bottles 
labeled “ Manna of St. Nicholas of Barri,” 
and her customers were in the habit of 
keeping it on their toilet tables a3 publicly 
as if it had been a simple perfume or cos­ 
metic. 
In 1709 Tophana was arrested, but 
there are conflicting stories as to her ulti­ 
mate fate, one account saying that she was 
strangled in prison, while another declares 
that she was alive in 17.10, and, moreover, 
free. 
In 1059 another poisoner named Hier- 
onyma Spara, formed a husband-poisoning 
club at Rome. 
It was observed presently 
that the number of young widows was 
perplexingly large, and also that husbands 
who made themselves disagreeable to their 
wives were apt to drop off in an ultra- 
Providential way. 
The priests also learned 
from several persons in the confessional, 
that poison had been used. 
Fiual'y the 
Government laid a trap for the Spara, by 
sending to her a female spy who pretended 
to be tired of her husband. 
The Spara 
made no difficulty of supplying the poison, 
and so the requisite evidence was obtained. 
The result was the hanging of several 
women, the public whipping of others, and 
the banishment of more, but it was never­ 
theless some time before secret poisoning 
ceased. 
In 1670 France was greatly ex­ 
cited over the developments of the case of 
the Marchioness of Brinvilliers, who, as­ 
sisted by St. Croix, her lover, had under­ 
taken to remove from her path all who in­ 
terfered with her ambition. 
This story is 
too long for insertion here, but may be 
studied with interest. 
Her execution did 
not check poisoning, however, for in 1679 
it was thought necessary to establish 
a peculiar Court 
called 
the Chambre 
ardente, for the trial of poisoning cases. The 
following year this Court was the means 
of bringing to justice two women named 
La Vigoureau and La Voisin, who had 
carried on a wholesale traffic in poisoD, and 
among whose customers some of the most 
prominent men and women in France had 
been. 
That poison was used in France 
during and after the reign of Louis XIV., 
is familiar to all who have read St. Si­ 
mon’s memoirs. 
According to th at chron­ 
icler it was employed in the most barefaced 
way to clear the path to the throne. 
After this, however, no general poison­ 
ings are on record, and no husband-poisoB- 
ings on a large scale, until we come to the 
recent startling case in Hungary. 
In Eng­ 
land, a few years ago, some dreadful cases 
of poisoniDg in connection with burial clubs 
were discovered among the lower classes, 
the object being to obtain the funeral 
money and spend it in drink. 
In Hun­ 
gary, however, the evil memories of La 
Tophana and La Spara have been revived 
and a system of husband-poisoning has be>n 
disclosed which rivals the palmiest days 
of the Bjrgias. 
Tne central figure in the 
Hungarian tragedy in Thekla Popov, a 
gypsy woman, upwards of seventy years of 
age. 
This bag, it i? asserted, has caused 
the death of more than a hundred men, 
she having sold the poison to their wives. 
It appears that the nature of the drug em­ 
ployed has not yet been discovered. 
1 c 
fact it is said th at post mortem analysis of 
the bodies of the victims has failed to re­ 
veal the character of the poison. The drug 
must have been very skillfully prepared, for 
it is said that it acted slowly, and go com­ 
pletely simulated the symptoms of disease 
as to cause no suspicion. 
Thekla used to 
charge from 35 to 100 florins for a bottle 
of the elixir, though if a poor woman 
came to her, and sued in furnia paitperu, 
alleging that ehe 
had 
all the will to 
murder her husband, but lacked the means 
to pay for the poison, the public-spirited 
old gypsy would give her a bottle for noth­ 
ing, being resolved that such good dis- 
positious should not be 
balked. 
Tne 
most remarkable fact appears that this 
wholesale poisoning should have been car­ 
ried on for so many years without attract­ 
ing attention, but it is possible that it 
might have gone on indefinitely Pad not 
Tnekia's daughter, who was also her ac- 
eomplice, quarrelled with and betrayed 
her. 
She had helped the wife of a rich peas­ 
ant named Ivuline to “ remove” him, and 
the daughter testified that she had handed 
the poison from her mother to the cus 
tomer, and had seen it poured into the 
victim’s coffee. 
So the whole horror came 
gradually to light, aud now the trial has 
been deferred in order that the bodies of 
many men who aro believed to have been 
murdered may be exhumed and examined. 
This is a very interesting case. 
It shows 


that the temptation to ase poison may be 
mads very great, among half-civilized peo­ 
ple, if the drng employed be sufficiently 
disguised. 
Tbekla Popov is said to have 
possessed the prescription for a poison 
which like the A</ua Tophana had neither 
taste, color nor smell, and which coold be 
made to operate slowly or quickly. 
It is 
fortunate th at in the United States the 
subjection of women has virtually ceased 
to exist, and th at they are in effect the 
dominant race. 
Being thus relieved from 
all sense of suppression and humiliation 
they are less likely to be tempted to form 
societies for the more speedy extinction of 
the genus husband, and may7 probably be 
induced to permit 
those 
humble 
but 
useful 
appendages 
to 
the 
household 
to 
live 
out 
their 
lives, 
unas­ 
sailed 
by 
any exhibitions 
more lethal 
than the insidióos and deadly dry-gocds 
bill, and the subtle poison of the milliner's 
account. 
As to the condition of society in 
which it is possible for wholesale husband- 
poiscning to flourish, attention may be 
called to the somewhat remarkable circum­ 
stance that there do not appear to be any 
Woman Suffrage organizations, or societies 
of the Sorosis species, in Hungary.

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CONFLICTING 
OPINIONS. 


There have been two agricultural ad­ 
dresses delivered at this State Fair, and it 
is noteworthy that they represent diamet­ 
rically opposite opinions on at least one im­ 
portant question. 
Mr. Sborb takes the 
position th at small farms should be the 
rale. 
Mr. La Rue holds that small farm­ 
ing on the plain lands of California is im­ 
practicable. 
It must be said for Mr. La 
Rue that he has had more practical experi­ 
ence of agriculture than Mr. Shorb, and on 
the whole we think his view is the one 
which the general experience most sup­ 
ports. 
Mr. Sborb himself qualifies his 
view by declaring the necessity of irriga­ 
tion on a large scale. 
But here the practi­ 
cal question arises whether such systems 
are applicable to a large proportion of the 
plain lands. 
Mr. La Rue evidently thinks 
they are not, for he proceeds on the as­ 
sumption that the general conditions of ag- 
rienlture on the plain lands will remain 
what they are. 
W ithout irrigation it must 
be regarded as certain that small and di­ 
versified farming on the plains is imprac­ 
ticable, and since irrigation itself is by no 
means an unquestionable solvent of the 
problem, and since in its hygienic aspect it 
is open to very serious objections, it seems 
probable that Mr. La Rue’e view will be 
the one borne out by the facts. 
W hether 
in the absence of diversified farming it is 
possible to make agricultural pursuits suf­ 
ficiently attractive to prevent the rising 
generation from seeking other occupations, 
is an important question. We have already 
stated some reasons which in our judgment 
m ilitate strongly against the adherence of 
the young men to a farming life, and we 
may add that we do not believe any such 
movement as has been set up in this direc­ 
tion can be affected by complaints or lamen­ 
tations. 
In fact it is quite useless to say, 
as Mr. Shorb does, that the farm life 
must 
be m ade. more 
attractive, and 
that young men should be urged to con­ 
tinue in it. 
Young men will not stay iu 
an occupation which presents so many draw­ 
backs and disagreeables as wheat-growing 
in California abounds with. 
They demand 
a fuller and more active and satisfactory 
life, and if they cannot obtain it iu the 
country they will seek the towns. 
The 
moat necessary thing at present, however, 
is to recognize the limitations of farming 
life as it exists, and to do the beBt that is 
possible with them. 
If diversified farming 
ou the plains is impossible, then it follows 
that a really agricultural life on the plains 
is impossible. 
Wheat-growing of itself is 
not farming, and if th at is all that can be 
done on the plain lands, then the plain 
lands can never build up such a race of 
farmers as form the backbone of the East­ 
ern States. 
To recognize these facts, if, 
indeed, they are facts, seems the first re­ 
quisite for a rational conclusion in the 
premises. 
It is useless to shut our eyes to 
the great difference which exists between 
California wheat-growing ard Eastern farm­ 
ing, aud to try to persuade ourselves that 
the same results ought to How from each. 
If our wheat-growers were making attrac­ 
tive homes ; if they produced all they 
needed for their own consumption; if their 
business was diversified ; it would be in 
order to make strenuous efforts to induce 
the young men to stay by the farm. 
But 
we must first define the meaning of the 
word “ farm,” and we must next ascertain 
how far the wheat ranch is from filling that 
definition. 
If it proves to be quite another 
thing, we shall have to realize that new 
conditions imply new habits, and we shall 
also have to recognize the impracticability of 
making this kind of life alluring to the ris­ 
ing generation. 


were made an end of. 
General Woiseley 
has evidently been a careful student in the 
school of Von Moltke. 
Be does not en­ 
ter upon a campaign trusting to chance and 
the opportunity of the hour. 
He decides 
deliberately upon the plan he will follow, 
and then he employs all his energies in 
carrying it out, no m atter what the enemy 
may do to prevent him. 
He has shown 
that hia prediction as to the close of the 
Egyptian war was no idle boast. 
He has 
kept hie word to the day. 
He has crushed 
Arabi completely, and he has, moreover, 
effected this in the most skillful way, be­ 
cause with the minimum expenditure of 
life. 
Had he assaulted the intrenched 
camp at Tel-el-Kebir in broad day, it is 
probable that he would have lost thousands 
where he in fact only lost hundreds. 
His 
night march was not »n inspiration, how­ 
ever, but a necessary part of his scientific 
war-making. 
And the moral effect of this 
swift victory 
upon the eastern world 
will be very great. 
There is nothing the 
Orientals are so soon convinced by as mil­ 
itary success. 
Th¡B event, therefore, will 
assure England peace in H industtn as well 
as in Egypt, and iu all probability it will 
prove the death blow to that Moham­ 
medan uprising the premonitions of which 
have rendered Europe so uneasy during the 
past two years. 


SHORT 
AND 
LONG 
DISTa NCFS 


It is a pity th at the anti-railroad jour­ 
nalists and speakers do not take the trou­ 
ble to inform themselves concerning the 
elementary principles of transportation. 
If they did they would not so often waste 
their powder. 
Thus, for instance, we find 
able editors attempting to make capital 
out cf the statement that the railroad 
sometimes charges more for shorter than 
for longer distances. 
Inasmuch as this 
question has been discussed and expounded 
in every railroad report ever issued in this 
or any other State, it might reasonably have 
bsen expected that journalists and politicians 
would understand something about it by 
this time. 
It is, however, quite apparent 
th at they do not. 
No doubt the railroads 
do charge more for shorter than for longer 
distances. 
But the reason of this consti­ 
tutes a complete justification of the prac­ 
tice. 
Competition determines the rates 
between terminal points, as a rule. 
The 
railroads are compelled to put terminal 
rate9 at the lowest possible figure, because 
this 
competition exists. 
But 
stations 
short of the terminal points are not affected 
by the terminal competition, and the rates 
to and from them are what may be called 
the natural rates. 
The actual fact, there­ 
fore, is not that the people who travel 
from and to 
these 
way 
stations are 
unduly charged ; 
but 
that the people 
who 
travel 
betweeu 
terminal 
points 
obtain the 
benefit 
of 
terminal 
com­ 
petition. 
The 
difference 
is 
mainly 
dependent upon geographical phenomena, 
l and it is beyond the coutrol ef railroads. 
It would be absurd to say that they are 
bound to adjust the rates along a whole 
line by the terminal rates. They cannot be 
under aDy obligation to give to those whose 
location deprives them ef the benefits of 
competition, precisely the same advantages 
as 
are 
enjoyed by terminal travelers. 
I>ozens of Railroad Commissioners have 
thoughtthat they haddiscovered an instance 
of unjust discrimination iu this difference 
of rates between shorter and longer dis­ 
tances, but all of them have been com­ 
pelled iu the end to recant their crude 
opinions, and to acknowledge that the sys­ 
tem was not unjust. 
In fact it is an illus­ 
tration of that form of reasonable and 
necessary discrimination which Messrs. 
Stoneman and Doyle in their report as 
Railroad Commissioners admitted the ex­ 
istence of, and it cannot be done away 
with unless the Legislature can invent 
some patent method of putting an inland 
point on the same basis, as regards trans­ 
portation tacilities, with a terminal city on 
the seaside or by the banks of a naviga­ 
ble river.

GENERAL WCLSELEY’S PREDICTION FUL­ 
FILLED. 


Perhaps the most remarkable fu’fillment 
of a prediction to be fouud in bistory has 
just occurred.

He then predicted, firBt that 
Arabi Pasha would fight at Tel-el K .-bir ;

and the war would be ended by the 15th 
September. 
Yesterday was the 15th Sep­ 
tember, aud yesterday General Woiseley 
telegraphed to his G overnm ent: 
“ The 
“ war is ended. 
Arabi has surrendered un- 
“ conditionally, with ten thousand men.’' 
This is certainly a very wondeiful illustra­ 
tion, not of rash and blind guesswork, but 
of military prescience, combination an 1 
genius. 
For it proves conclusively that 
General 
Woiseley 
had 
so thoroughly 
worked out in his own mind every possible 
combination on the board that ho was sure 
of his ability to do what in fact he has 
done, and that every step of his prepara­ 
tions was taken with a distinct and pur­ 
poseful motive, each movement being part 
of a pre-arranged scheme, of which every 
detail has been carried out. 
It has been 
said that iu war it is the unexpected 
which happens, but that is evidently not 
true of war scientifically made. 
I t was 
never the unexpected which happened in 
the war between Germany and France, so 
far as 
the 
Germans 
were concerned. 
They made war precisely as they might 
have 
conducted 
a 
scientific 
expedi­ 
tion. 
Every 
contingency 
had 
been 
provided for. 
Every 
conceivable 
event 
had 
been 
made 
allowance 
for. 
And 
the result was that their progress was like 
th at of a great machine, which automatic­ 
ally surrounded and incLsed the French 
armies, pressing them all in towards the 
common center at Sedan, where

W eathbb Y fptbbdat.— Sergeant Bxrwi.k 
gives the followicg account of yesterday's 
storm ; also the dates of first appreciable rain­ 
fall for the past, six seasons, including the 
pre-.ent one: The rain storm of yesterday 
was preceded and accompanied by lightning 
and several peals of thunder. The wind be­ 
fore the storm was southeast, and about six 
miles per hour; when near 3 p. m it suddenly 
backed to the north and northwest, and blew 
with considerable force, reaching a maximum 
velocity of twenty-sev n miles at. 4:15 p m 
The rain began s riokling at 3:30 p. m., in­ 
creasing very rapidly to heavy rain for a f-w 
moments. The rainfall ended at 4:45 p m. 
but recommenced at 5:50 P. m , and ended at 
7 P. M Amount fallen up to 8 p. m . last night 
is .31 of an inch. The first rain of last sea­ 
son was on Friday, and during fair week 
aleo, it being the 22d of September last year, 
and the !5:h this season. It is the earliest 
beginning of the rainv season since our record 
began, which was in 1877. There wa3 a very 
light sprinkle of rein early yesterday morn­ 
ing, but it was inappreciable to the Signal 
Service rain gauge. The full iwing ate the 
dates on which the first rain fell for several 
seasons back, viz: Season of 1877-8, first 
rain, November 2, 1877; season of 1878 3, 
first rain. September 28, 1878; seasou of 
1879-SO, first rain, October 0,1879 ; season of 
1880-81, first rain, November 23, 1880; sea­ 
son of 1881-81 first rain, September 22, 1831; 
season of 1882-83 (the present Beasou), first 
rain, September 15, 1832. Itain has fallen 
twenty-one times dnrÍDg the last thirty-four 
years in September; and only on ten of 
these was the fall appreciable, the remaining 
eleven being slight sprinkles. The rainfall 
was aporeciabl.* in September 1843, 1851 
1859, 1S60, 1855, 1867, 1874. 1S78, 1831 and 
1882; and sprinkles en September 1852 
1854, 1855. 1856, 1858, 1863, 1.864, 1809, 1871! 
1872 and 1876 ; none in September 1850,1853 
1857, 1861, 1862, 1860, 1868, 1870, 1873, 1875 
1877, 1879 and 1880.

Tne exhibit oc­ 
cupies a large area near the south end of the 
small hall Toe wail cas» is the property of 
Weinatcck & Lubin, fur the society has no 
show cases of this kind suitable ior the mak­ 
ing of a proper disolay Of fine dry goods.

It represents in the 
highest sense the ricn dress goods department 
of the Mechanics’ Store. The next section 
on the east is backed with rich silk dress 
goods, arranged in bands from an ornamental 
:“nter to represent a situbursr, and most effec­ 
tively’ done. In the foregtoumd are two cf 
the most elegrnt bridal costumes, aud these 
stand forward to represent 
THB SUIT AND DRESS DEPARTMENT. 
Here also are other examples of this branch 
of the business of Weinstock & Lubin, in the 
shape of some elegant cresses for misses and 
email girls, which for richness of fabric and 
originality and b-.au’y of design and finish 
are not surpassed.

It is scarcely possible to realize that all 
this collection is the c in age o? art merely. 
The flrral pillar, in its grac ful f.scent, 
touches and supports a canopy rich in fabrics 
peculiar to the millinery art—as crapes, 
plushes, satire, silk', aud tne like—all diverg­ 
ing ia even, but soft and graceful bands from 
center to circumference. In this case are 
disposed to tbe very be-1 advantng» for the 
ipectator the m**st e! gant hats and bonnet**, 
‘he richest ar.d the latent shapes, and tbe 
finest in material, style and trimming known 
to the Parisian or the American milliner. 
All these hats, and scores of othe-s, are re- 
^reduced to order by Weinstock & Lubin, 
they having originated snd perfected a sys­ 
tem by which any ¡ at or bonnet imported by 
them can be reproduced in perfection at any 
time. In this ca=e ia to be seen, also, a very 
handsome wax-figure for the display of mil­ 
linery work. It is richly rob d, and is one of 
the best specimens of the lay figure, that is 
so indispensable in a well-ordered millinery 
esChtii&nment.

Of the small upper ball is a counter case 
where this firm exhibits samples ef cotton 
goods, driving glove?, custom-made shirts, etc.

Major J. M. Lucia, one of th# pioneer 
citizens of Jacksonville, III . and who vis­ 
ited Cnicago as early as 1836, is now on a 
visit here, having recently returned from 
Europe, where he has lately resigned his 
position as United States Consul in Tun- 
stall, England. 
Major Lucas is the only 
man now living who was an eye-witness of 
tiie alleged duel between Mr. Lincoln and 
General James Shields, across the Missis­ 
sippi river, at Alton, in 1842. 
Tee details 
of that now almost forgotten “ affair of 
honor ” are still present to his mind, al­ 
though he is rather reluctant to call it np 
out of the past, where, as he says, it is as 
well it should be buried. 
Tne idea of 
Abraham Lincoln going to the field armed 
with a broadsword to tight a duel seems to 
these who knew him in his later days, bo 
inconsistent with his pacific character, that 
many have doubted the authenticity of the 
etorv. 
But it verily did occur, says Major 
Lucas, who rode down to the spot, and was 
there when the affair was amicably ad­ 
justed. 
Toe challenge of Shields irose out of a 
quizzical newspaper article which was writ­ 
ten by the sister of Mrs. Lincoln, vrhonield- 
ed a peppery pen. 
[According to the test 
authority, the articles which so excited 
General S.aieiis’ ire were written by Miss 
Mary Todd—afterwards Mrs. Lincoln — 
and Miss Juba Javne—afterward Mrs. 
Trumbull.—Eu. J ournal.] 
This gave 
such off .use to General .Shields that he 
Went to the editor and demanded to know 
who the writer was. 
The editor of the 
papar was in a quandary, and meeting Lin­ 
coln on the street, asked him what he had 
better do. 
“ On,” suid Lincoln, “ just tell 
shields that it was me.” 
The editor did 
so and Shields sent a challenge to Lincoln, 
who had ju-t gone to Tazewell county to 
attend to a lawsuit. 
L-ncvln accepted the challenge, and the 
weapons selected were broadswords, which 
Uncle Abe knew well how to handle, hav. 
mg b:en thoroughly drilled in the lire by 
M .jor Duncan, a brother-in-law of Major 
Lucas. 
Tne field selected for the combat 
j was near Alton, and thither the com­ 
batants procteded. But the affair get wind, 
and reached the earr uf Gee eral Hardin, 
who immediately started after the party, 
reaching the scene just as the preliminaries 
weie being arranged. 
He interposed, say­ 
ing, “ This is all nonsense,” and succeeded 
in putting a 3top to the whole proceeding. 
Major Lucas says he saddled a horse, and 
got to the field about the same time. 
“ Then Lincoln was in dead earnest in 
the m atter?” 
“ Uh, yes,” said the Major, “ L'neoln 
ment to fight. 
He was no coward, and he 
would unquestionably have held his own 
against bis antagonist, for he was a power­ 
ful man in those days, and was quire 
skilled in tbe use of the broadsword. 
He 
said to me alter the affair was ail over, ‘ I 
could have split him in two.’” 
Major Lucas possesses a great many let­ 
ters of Lincoln, w ritten in a free, off-hand 
spirit, and full of humor and anecdote, 
wmch would be quite interesting to read 
now, only that they are of a private na­ 
ture, and the Major would not be induced 
to give them publicity.—[Chicago Journal.

At a popular fete iu the Tuileries Gar­ 
dens I was struck with an experiment 
which Beems deserving of the immediate 
attention of the English public and military 
authorities. 
Among the attractions of the 
fete was an apparatus for the concentration 
and utilization of solar heat, and, though 
the eun was not very brilliant, I saw this 
apparatus set in motion a printing machine 
which printed several thousand copies of a 
specimen newspaper entitled Soleil Journal. 
The sun’s rays are concentrated in a re­ 
flector, which moves at the same rate as the 
sun, and heats a vertical boiler setting the 
motive steam-engine at work. 
As may be 
supposed, the only object was to demon­ 
strate the possibility of utilizing the con­ 
centrated heat of the solar ra> s; bat I 
closi ly examined it, because the apparatus 
seems capable of great utility in existing 
circumstances. 
H tre in France, indeed, 
there is a radical drawback—the sua is 
often overclouded. 
Tbousands of years ago 
the idea of utilizing the solar rays mu «t 
have suggested itself, aud thtre are still 
savage tribes who kuow no other mode of 
combustion ; but the scientific application 
has hitherto been lacking. 
This void 
this apparatus 
will 
fill 
np. 
About 
fifteen years ago Professor Moncho», of 
Tours, began constructing such apparatus, 
ami 
his 
experiments have been 
con­ 
tinued by M. Pifrc, who has devoted 
much labor aud expense to realizing M. 
M mchoa’s idea. A company has now come 
to his aid and has constructed a number 
of apparatus of different sizes at a factory 
which might speediiy turn oat a large 
number of them. 
It is evident that in a 
o.mn»ry of uninterrupted runshina the 
b iier might be bea'.ed in thirty or forty 
nunutts. 
A portable apparatus could boil 
two and one-half quarts an hour, or, say, 
four gallons a day. thus supplying by dis­ 
tillation or ebullition six or e:ght men. 
The appiratus can be easily carried on a 
man’s hack, and on condition of water, 
eve.; of the worst quality, being obtainable, 
good drinking and cooking water is insured. 
M do Rougaumand, a young scientific 
writer, has just published an in'eresting 
volume on the invention. 
I was able yes­ 
terday to verify his statements, for I saw 
cider made, a pump set in motion, ard cof­ 
fee made—in short, the calorific action of 
the sun superseding that of fuel. 
The ap­ 
paratus, no doubt, has not yet reached per­ 
fection, but as it is it would enable the sol­ 
dier in India or E iy pt to procure in the 
field good water, and to cook hia food 
rapidly. 
The invention is of especial im­ 
portance to England just now, bat, even 
when the Egyptian qur stion is settled, the 
Indian troops might find it of inestimable 
value. 
Red tape should for once be disre­ 
garded, and a competent commission mrth- 
with sent to 30 Rue d’Assas, with instruc­ 
tions to report immediately, for every min­ 
ute saved may avoid Buffeting for English­ 
men fighting abroad for their country.—.

If it is the end of Erastianism 
in the Church of England, or the begin­ 
ning of the end. we are thankful.” 
The It.v. Dr. F. H. Hedge says in tho 
Sep-,ember cumber of the Unitarian He- 
view: That the spirit of God mry aud does 
s onetimes act directly on the soul, with- 
o t intervention of Church or any second- 
a y agent, is a fundamental principle of 
Coristian doctrine, never to bo surrendered. 
Every fresh dispensation of religion has 
originated in that way. 
But practically, 
for the mass of mankind, the spirit acts 
through the Church ; and every sect that 
has grounded itsilf ou the principle of pri­ 
vate inspiration,

Montauisrn

Quakerism, has perished utterly, or drags 
a decadent, dying life. 
Protestantism did

was not a protest against the Church as 
such, bnt ODiy against certain abuses and 
corruptions. 
A- d Protestantism itself, 
unless it can recall its separations and atone 
it-- s h im ), an 1, renouncing dogmatic will­ 
fulness, round iteelf into one, is doomed to 
u:i s a-.vay, and be reabsorbed in the iar'e 
fold of an ecumenical Ctiurch. 
The Evangelist says : 
“ Tho Presby­ 
terian has recently published a remarka 
ble communication, in which our ministers 
and layman are u"ged to withdraw sym­ 
pathy and 
patronage from two 
of our 
theological 
seminaries rn 
the 
alleged 
giouod of their want of fidelity to church 
doctrme. 
We hsrdiy know bow to char­ 
acterize such a suggestion ; its publication 
in one of our church papers is a phenom­ 
enon ; the task of apology for it seems 
hiptless. 
W e beg Rave simply to pre­ 
dict that the business of talking do.vn in 
this style such seminaries as U r ion au* 
Lane will be likely not only to prove a 
conspicuous failure, but also to react dis­ 
astrously upon those who undertake aud 
those who 
encourage it. 
Oar 
united 
Church has no room in it for such a policy 
of proscription ; it ia not ready to trample 
tny of its institutions under foot at the 
suggestion of any assuming or ambitious 
faction ; and woe will certainly befall the 
men who, iu defiance of the spir t of union 
now prevalent, attem pt to pursue a policy 
so destructive.” 
The Jewish Messenger says : “ T hesiur, 
the invective directed*bga'nst the founder 
of the dogmas of Christianity are not char­ 
acteristic of the well edited or representa­ 
tive Jewish paper. 
In our inflammable era 
the Jew must be cautious and on his guard. 
If his faith be attached, let him answer, 
bnt ever in a fair and decorous way ; other­ 
wise let him hoid his peace as to the his­ 
torical and moral worth of the Cnristian 
system ; bis criticism is uncalled for and 
impertinent. 
It is but an arrogant Jewish 
ed+or who can claim the iiiiallability of 
a Pope, and assert his right to publish his 
intemperate judgment on the mysteries of 
another religion, which ere regarded by 
miiLons w ith vastly more reverence than 
he attaoiies to his own ancestral belief. On 
the other hand, let him utilize every op­ 
portunity to spread peace aud good-wiil 
among all the religions, and advocate their 
union, without compromise of principle, in 
all useful enterprises for the common wel­

This firm m anufactures firet class 
vehicles of all descriptions. 
We notice on exhibi­ 
tio n farm w agons w ith C alifornia rack bed and also 
w ith Eastern b e d s; header gears and freight wagons, 
all sizes th a t are in general use, w ith wide and narrow* 
tires, thim ble and steel skeins and iron a x le ; also 
lig h t side and end spring farm and m arket v agons 
w ith tw o 6eats. 
This display is all finished in oil 
and varnish, show ing th e quality of m attria! u-ed 
in th e m anufacture of th e ir goods, and cannot b u t 
convince th e m ost skeptical th a t they are strong, 
d u rab le and well m ade. 
Messrs. Davis A Co. have 
handled these w agons for a num ber oí years, and

This te st was m ade by having pow er a t­ 
tached and operating tb e m achine th e sam e as in the 
field, th e grain being placed on th e h arv ester d raper 
and ru n th ro u g h th e binder, every bundle com ing 
o u t perfectly bound. 
This operation was w itnessed 
by m any farm ers, who w ere convinced th a t in the 
D eering m achine th e cu ttin g and biuding of grain 
w as an assured success. 
The sam e firm display th e superior grain drills 
and broadcast seed sowers, one of each, m anufact­ 
u red by Thom as Ludlow A Rodgere, of Springfield, 
O. 
These m achines are well know n th roughout th e 
grain-grow iD g w orld. 
They are b u ilt on th e rotary 
m otion force feed princip’e, which is now recognized 
as th e standard m ethod am ong th e principal m anu­ 
facturers of th e country. 
The celebrated La Dow pulverizing harrow , m an­ 
u factured by th e W heeler & M elick Com pany, is a 
disc rotary harrow , w hich m ay be used as a harrow 
o r seeder, or both. 
It is extensively used in place 
o f gang plows in m any parts of th is coast, as it pul­ 
verizes and com pletely tu rn s th e soil, and can be 
used w ith one half th e pow er necessary to operate 
gangs. 
T he discs are arranged in gangs, indepen­ 
d e n t of each other. 
It cu ts uniform ly deep th e en ­ 
tire length of each g a n g ; it tb o ro u g h 'y pulverizes 
th e ground in once going over i t ; it is th e only har 
row of this class w hich has th e rig h t to use a lever 
to change th e angle, or th a t has flex ble jo in t b ear­ 
in gs on th e axles. 
Iu points of superiority th is h a r­ 
row has no equal. 
Two new articles from th e sam e factory are th e new 
E agle rake aud disc corn cultivator. 
T he rake is 
t h e m ost sim ple and easy operated rak e ever con- 
• tr a d e d . 
I t has no gears, ratch ets, paw ls, latches, 
p edals, springs o r o th e r in tricate appliances of any 


Jriud, I t w a lv>ck o r n o t lock-lerer, a t th e com m and 


of th e driver. 
I t is a hand or self-dum p, in plf ce of 
gears, springs and chains, etc. 
F or self-dum ping it 
has a sim ple double-grip tw ist around th e center 
ends of axle, which by a slig h t pressure of th e fuot 
causes th e dum p. 
It is strong, light, sim ple and 
durable, and cannot fail to be a favorite. 
T be disc 
C ultivator m ay be used as ridir.g or w alking cu lti­ 
vator. 
It has tw o gangs of discs, sam e as LaDow 
harrow , th e angle of w hich can be changed at will of 
th e operator. 
The w idth of cu t can also be changed 
a t will of o p erator to accom m odate th e m achine to 
th e w ork lu hand. 
T he fram e has a high arch in th e 
rear, rendering it specially valuable in cultivating 
plants or vines which have attained considerable 
grow th. 
This m achiue, ow ing to its peculiar con*

One of th e m ost extensive, valuable and in terest­ 
ing exhibits, both a t th e P ark and Pavilion, in th e 
shape of w’ogons, carriuges, vehicles and w agcn m a­ 
terial, is th a t of J. F. Hill, of th is city. 
Mr. H ill is 
one of th e pioneer m anufacturers of C alifornia, and 
a t tb e sam e tim e one of th e m ost popular and suc­ 
cessful. 
H e opened a shop w here hia p resen t large 
m anufactory stands, betw een T h irteen th anil F our­ 
te en th streets, o:» J , in 1852. 
T he original pioneer 
shop of Sacram ento was a m tre board shanty, 10 by 
12 anti C fect in bight, and stood not 
“ U nder th e spreading ch estn u t tre e ,” 
bu t in tb e cen ter of an extensive p a ttu re of green 
feed, and th e im m igrants from “ th e p ains acro ss” 
so ught th e location to lay aside th e ir w agons and 
tu rn o u t th e ir stock. The w erk in th e pioneer tim es 
was to 
build 
over 
and 
re p iir th e 
broken 
dow n 
and 
w orn 
o u t 
w agons 
p rep ara­ 
tory to freighting to tb e m ines of California, 
and th e little shop was k e p t busily and p ro fitab y 
em ployed. 
In 1854 Mr. H ill began th e m anufacture 
of new wagons, suitable to th e clim ate of California, 
and adapted to th e freighting purposes for which 
the}' w ere intended—th a t of freighting to th e m ines 
in th e Sierras. 
It was early ascertained, and long 
since proved, th a t no E astern-m ade wagon is as d u ra­ 
ble in th is clim ate as one constructed in C&l.foruia ; 
th e tim ber m u tt bo p u t to g e th er in th e clim ate in 
w hich it is intended to be used. 
Mr. H ill Iias fuund 
his business increasing from th e day he first f laced 
an anvil ou a block of wood, in 1852, to th e present 
tim e, and th e d em ards upon his large m anufactory 
to day are perhaps m ore th a n on any o th e r sim ilar 
iu s titu ’iun cn th e coast. 
W hen his first forge was 
found to be inadequate, he added another, and so 
on th e th ird ; his work benches th e sam e, always 
keeping his business w ithin his m eans aud th e de­ 
m ands of th e trade, un til to-day his large m a n u - 
f ctory, 
occupying alm ost a half

block 
in

h ea rt of

coast. T here is n o t a S tate or T e rritory on th e Pacific 
slope th a t th e w agons b u ilt in his m anufactory are 
n o t doing good service ; n o t a city in th is S tate 
th a t his carriages and buggies are not used ; n o t a 
race tra c k in N evada, O regon or C alifornia w here 
his lig h t w ork is n o t found. 
In A rizona, New Mex- 


ica and N evada, q u artz wagons, b u ilt a t th e m auu 
factory of J. F H ill, are everyw here in u e. 
The 
railroad c m prunes th ro u g h o u t th e Pacific coast buy 
all th e ir w agons from him for carrying rails in th e 
construction of new roads. 
The question n aturally 
arises, W hy does he receive th is im m ense patronage? 
If th irty years* experience and doing good w ork, at 
fair prices, is w orth anything, th e question is a n ­ 
sw ered. 
Men who traded w ith Mr. H ill th irty years 
ago are doing so to-day, and his m otto alvva}shas 
beeD, “ W hen you g e t a custom er, keep him ,” and 
th is he does by square dealing and good work. 
Mr. H ill’s ex h ib it a t th e P ark gro u n d s consisls of 
tw o fam ily carriages, tw o business wagons, one 
m ark et wagon aud several e rrin g wagons. 
They 
are all finished in gocd style, m ace of th e best m a­ 
terial, and will outw ear anything of th e sam e kind 
m ade in th e E ast. 
N ot saying an y th in g against 
E astern m anufacturers, it is a well know n fact th a t 
iron and wood p u t to gether in the E astern clim ate, 
when b ro u g h t to ta e dry clim ate of th is coast the 
wood shrinks, a.id th e stren g th and du rab ility of 
th e vehicle is thereby greatly dim inished. 
A t the 
Pavilion, in th e low er hall, Mr. H ill h as w ithout 
d o u b t th e finest, m ost valuable and in teresting dis­ 
play of vehie’es ever p u t on exhibition w est of the 
Rocky m ountains. 
I t consists of tw o fam ily car­ 
riages, 
tw o 
ladies’ 
phaetons, 
one 
top 
buggy, 
tw o 
side bar 
buggies, 
one 
end- 
spring buggy, 
one 
road 
w agon, 
one 
tro ttin g 
wagon, sulkies, etc. 
It would be im possible to de­

The morning session on Wednes­ 
day, the 20th, will be devoted to a con­ 
sideration of vina diseases, including the 
dreaded phylloxera and its remedies. 
The 
business of the Convention will close with 
the reading of reports of committees, con­ 
sideration of quarantine rules aud pro­ 
posed changes therein.
